CPR Had First Domes : 


A long forgotten genius in the 
Canadian Pacific Railway's mo- 
tive power and rolling stock 
department came up with an 
idea at the turn of the 20th 
century that blossomed into ad- 
ditional passenger revenues for 
rail lines throughout the conti- 
nent, 

It was the first “dome” car to 
be used on railway lines and wae 
designed to give pussengera a 
bird's eye view of Canada's apec- 
tacular Rocky Mountain scenery, 

Today the idea has spread 
throughout the world, particu. 
larly in the United States where 
railway dome cars are a feature 
of several lines. 

In a recent $38,000,000 ordei 
for 155 new stainless steel cars, 
the C.P.R. included 86 scenic-

dome cars, such as the one shown 
above in top picture, which will 
give travellere an unmatched 
view of this country’s scener 


from coast to coast, The cars will 
be placed in service on trans 
continental trains next yeur. 
Although the designer of the 
dome car prototype, shown in 
bottom picture above, remains 
unknown, he gave Canada's first 


bev’ of them, even during rough 


transcontinental rail line a head 
start in railway design. In July, 
1902, the world’s first dome car 
rolled out of the shops and into 
service.

Weeds At Threshing: It is poor 
business to spend large sums of 
money in chemical or cultural weed 
control and then neglect the pre- 
vention of weed spread at harvest 
time. When operating the combine. 
the weeds that are separated from 
the grain should be put into grain- 
tight bags and disposed of later. 

Every combine has equipment 
which allows the operator to collect 
the weed seeds either in a small 
hopper or in a weed-seed-tight bag. 
The seeds may then be removed 
from the field, ground up and fed 
to livestock, or destroyed by burn- 
ing. In no case should the weed 
seeds be piled in the open where 
they can be scattered by birds, 
livestock or wind. 3 

Those who are using threshing 
machines should also take precau- | 
tiosn. See that the floors of the| 
bundle wagons are tight. clean all 
equipment before moving from) 
one setting to another, and clean up 
the weeds from the threshing ma- 
chine. 

Every operator should have as 
part of his equipment a good 
broom with stiff bristles to use in 
sweeping off the threshing ma- 
chine, combine and bundle racks, 
before moving from one field to 
another or from one set to the next. | 
This clean-up job can be most im- | 
portant in the prevention of the 
spread of weed seeds.

HAIL DAMAGE 


About one million acres of crops 
in Alberta suffered damage from 
hail this season and at least 
$3,500,000 insurance money Will be 
paid to cover the loss. Such are 
the calculations of Glen Elder, 
chairman of the Alberta Hail In- 
surance Board. which does most of 
the insurance, and also by private 
hail insurance companies. 

Of course, the insurance paid, 
which averages $3.50 an acre, does 
not begin to cover the losses sus- 
tained. The average yield of wheat 
in the province is calculated around 
23 bushels to the acre. If farmers 
receive only $1.50 a bushel that 
would mean a loss of $37,500,000. 
But all the acreage hailed out was 
not in wheat and acreages under 
oats and barley would bring a 
It may be safely 
stated, however, that hail damage 
caused the loss of at least $30 
million in Alberta this season 

The number of claims received 
by the hail board this year was 
4,672 up to last week. This was be-
